Tbe  goDtlcmno  whom  tbo  Kcpnbli- 
odd  Convention  put  in  nominntion  for 
Gorcruor  of  Masfaebusctta,  and 
vvboso  name  renders  of  tbis  paper  bnve 
become  very  familiar  was  born 
liisloric  town  ol  Lexingtou  on  Jauuary 
20tb,  1834,  nnd  is  therefore  in  the  fif- 
tieth year  of  his  age.  His  ancestors 
were  warm  uud  active  supporters  of  tbe 
cause  cl  liberty  in  ibo  War  of  the  Rev- 
olution. Born  on  a  furm,  he  enjoyed, 
boy,  thnt  wholesome  physical 
nnd  moral  training  which  the  sous  of 
tho  sturdy  New  Knglaud  yeoman  ol  fif- 
ty years  ngo  were  wont  to  receive. 
His  curly  education  was  rccci' 
Lexington  Academy,  one  of  best  schools 
of  tho  day.  lie  finished  his  coureo 
Curahridgc,  aud  while  studying 
Harvard  Colleyo  tnught  the  district 
school  iu  his  nntive  town  during  the 
wiutor  monlhs.  Ho  graduated 
Harvard  in  the  class- of  18oC,  itad 
rectly  nftcrward  won  induced  to  accept 
tho  post  of  Principnl  ol  tho  Lexington 
High  school.  The  study  o(  law,  how- 
■,  atlriKlcd  him  more,  nad  he  en- 
tered the  otlico  of  his  brother,  then 
prosecuting  nttorncy  io  Chnrlcstown, 
von  soou  uftcr  admitted  lo  prac- 
1  tbe  bar.  Mr.  Hobinsou  tbca 
to  Chicopco  nnd  opcucd  an  oflicc. 
His  professional  nhiliiy  speedily  mndo 
ilsell  Iclt  and  recognized,  nud  hii 

brought  him  iuto  sueh  prouinenco 
i  iu  1S71 ,  he  was  sent  as  n  Itepre- 
sentntivo  to  the  Geuerul  Court.  There, 
too,  he  at  once  made  his  mark,  and 
accorded  n  place  on  the  Judiciary 
Cominilloe.  He  was  elected 
State  Senate  two  years  later,  aud  there 
firmly  established  his  reputation  as  r 
legislator  aad  dcbalcr  of  the  first  class 
Tho  fnuio  year  (1870)  ho  wni 
luted  uud  elected  lo  Con- 
gress to  succeed  Hon.  Chester  W 
Chapin.  Since  that  dato  ho  has  cou- 
tiuuoasly  roprcscuted  his  district  iu  tbe 
Nationnl  Legislature,  nnd  wilh  an 
ibility,  fidelity  nad  success  which  are 
icknowledged  on  all  hands.  Both  in 
committee  and  on  the  floor  of  the 
House  ho  has  long  bceu  regarded  as 
of  the  slrong  men  of  tho  Rcpuhli- 
sidc.  Hu  bus  served,  with  special 
lislinctiou,  on  the  Commiltcc  ou  the 
Judiciary,  a  body  compiscd  of  lho  best 
legal  luiuds  of  tho  House.  All  who 
have  visited  Woshingtoa  during  the 
of  Congress,  and  paid  itny  at- 
tention to  iis  provecdiuge,  know  him  us 
of  the  few  members  who  ncvor 
from  his  sent  lo  address  the  Hou  se 
wilhout  commanding  the  close  and 
•pectful  attention  of  both  sides.  His 
knowlcdgo  of  parliumcatary  law.  bis 
reitdiucss  as  a  debater,  his  well-ordered 
nod  accurate  method  of  statement,  and

valuable  morabcrs  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts delegation.

Liacolu,  president  of  the  association, 
choseu  to  act  as  chairmnn,  while 
the  duties  of  sccrctury  were  satisfuc- 
torily  performed  by  Ivlward  V.  Smith 
of  Walthain.  The  morning  session 
occupied  vhictly  iu  nllcmplitig  to 
price  nt  which  contrnc'.ors  sboll 
sell  tho  milk  to  retail  dcnlcrs  in  the 
same  for  the  ensuing  six  moulhs  from 
October  t.  Ah  most  of  Ihoso  pre  cut 
scrs  tho  rclulious  existing 
belwccu  themselves  uud  lho  contractors 
nnd  between  I  lie  Intlcr  and  the  retail 
dealers  were  thoroughly  discussed.  The 
geucntl  feeling  whs  that,  iu  view  of  tho 
dry  weather  which  hns  occurred  during 
the  pnsl  few  mouths  nnd  other  salons 
drawbacks,  it  would  bo  ueccssary  to 
Ihe  price  ol'  milk  in  order  to 
guard  tho  producers  ngiiinsl  loss.  Tho 
quchliou  wa»  ably  discussed  by  Messrs. 
Pierce  of  Lincoln,  Palmar  of  Rock- 
land, Hopkins  of  Ware.  Grcenwooil  of 
Uillcricu  nnd  others,  uud  it  wui  fiunlly 
decided  by  a  uuauimiius  vote  1  hat.  tho 
jirico  should  be  lucrcnscd  lo  forly-lhrco 
eeuts  per  can  of  eight  uud  oue  hull 
imurte.

Ames  was  obliged  to  stable  him  for 
the  night  and  the  next  day  managed 
to  get  him  home.  From  that  time  to 
last  Sunday  the  horse  has  been 
less  so  far  as  work  or  driving  was 
cexned,  and  could  be  moved  out  of 
his  stall  only  with  the  greatest  difficulty.

Among  the  many  visitors  to  the 
Winslow  burying  ground  of  late  your 
correspondent  has  been  one.  On  en- 
tering the  cemetery  my  attention  was 
called  to  the  defaced  tomb  stone 
which  marks  the  resting  place  of  Dan- 
iel Webster.  The  stone,  which  has 
remained  in  its  present  position  for 
many  years,  has  never  been  molested 
antil  a  few  davs  ago.  It  now  bears 
the  marks  of  some  miscreant, — evil- 
minded,  or  relic  seeking  person,  as 
all  four  corners  have  been  broken  off 
and  taken  away.  Such  perton  or  per 
sons  should  be  dealt  with  as  severely 
as  the  law  witl  allow.  All  persons 
visiting  the  cemetery  hereafter  will,  as 
far  as  possible,  be  watched. 

Miss  Adelaide  Phillipps,  who  died 
at  Carlsbed,  Germany,  in  Oct.  last, 
rests  in  this  historic  ground.  Her 
brother  Alfred  pays  daily  visits  to  her 
resting  place,  bestowing  on  her  grave 
the  first  cuttings  of  his  choicest  flow- 
ers, from  plants  much  admired  by  her 
when  at  Marshfield. 

A  monument  to  her  memory  is  soon 
to  be  erected,  designed,  and  possibly 
cut,  in  France.
